MONTREAL ANGLICAN SYNOD 

DlSOUaSION ON THE QUESTION OP RlTUALIS- 
TIO OBstnV.NOE. 

Montreal, Sept. 15.— At the Pro- 
vincial synod gathering yeaterday the 
draft of the propofied addrcHB to her 
Majesty was read and adopted. 

At.the afternoon.;.Be(i8ion the ques- 
tion of ritualistib observanco was dis- 
cuf: ed. It gave rise to a lively discu-s- 
sion among high and low churjhnien. 
The motion of Mr. Elliot of Gu'lpli, 
asking for the pa-sning of a canon de- 
claring illegal UHe of iishta on the 
fjord's table, and any other vestment; 
than the surplice, stole or scarf and 
hood inlaying public prayers and ad 
niini.stering tlie Hucrftnieiit, waw lo.i' by 
a vote of ;ia to 61. Oliief JuHlice All-n 
moved that the report of tlie coiniuiiieii 
on the original meuioriai from the 
diocese of J!7iagara on this question bu 
intiintained. The committee's repirt 
statos that the question of ritual cov- 
ered so large a ground, and means of 
uniformity in worship was surrouiidi d 
oy so many dillicultiefi that tlioy wo'O 
unrtl)le to frame a canon, bul recoin 
mended that the synod should urge 
upoii all clergymen tbe duty of Kubinit- 
ting tOjthe ruling of tlio dioci'Hun in nil 
ni;it(,i'r.s connected witii the publ c ser- 
viceH of the cliurch a.s to the legaliiy 
of wiiicli doubts are entertKiiied. TIiks 
was adapted after a long discusision 
with an amendment, providing that it 
interfered with nothing in the common 
Prayer Bonk. A resoluiion to form a 
mi.ssionary brotherhood, wlio nhall bo 
celibates was withdrawn after a long 
debate

It is evident that EsqnintHlt is deatined 
to be tho place d' (irnti'a of tho J^acific 
coast. Sir Edward Wu'kia, who i.i uc- 
knowledgt'd to be an uulliority on hubh- 
tiuns of I his nature, hue given it as hia 
opiDiuu that "the future uf this oountry 
.iOould be K(riUdQ iu one . word — 'Esqui 
inalt.'" He saw upon a visit there that 
it WLis tho proper placo of wliicli to malce 
» Kfcat nnviil luid miliUiy stition, and 
considered tliat thut mudu, all olao would 
follow. One proniinont fact that was 
adduced from Sir Edward's conversation 
was that he had never seen a place where 
nature had done so much to make a com- 
meroial rendezvous as Esquimalt. He in- 
cidentally ppoke of Halifax, now our groat 
tiavnl Ptiitinn cm tho AUuiitio coast, and 
referred to its disadv;uita{;u in liaviny a 
i-it;oroU3 cliniato. Mere pereniiiid auiu- 
lue.r rcii>iiJ,anu liiefroit king holds no a way . 
Our harbors are upon the your round, and 
ouc^ maritime. oommeroe is uninterrupted. 
Esquimalt is accessible from the ocean, 
withciin tliu loiut hindrnnce; it can easily 
t)0 fui tilled, luid it 13 niiquestiuimbly tho 
only p )int uu tho Paeitij coast where a 
great iniporial naval station cuuld bo es- 
tablished. Sir llkUvard quoted Lord 
BeacoDs&old as saying that "wo are as 
muoh of an Asiatic as a European power," 
and drew the inference that it was as 
important l / preserve our interests in tlio 
uiio ns in tho oiht-r eontinent, ami bo- 
lioved that Es-quiinalt as an miporial sta- 
tion would very soon assume an impor- 
tance which IB not at presetit roalii::ed. 
Esquimalt has unquestionably a liner hur- 
bor than Halifax, lodeod one of the finest 
in the world, and there is now little doubt 
that it will be made a Bret class foitress. 
If it were fortified, and an arsenal estab- 
lished there, it would fi;rm a jioint il' ap- 
J9ui against UuBsia, and, in tact, every- 
body. ]t would be an advance post in 
the Pauific, like Gibraltar, or Malta, and 
•uch aaoheme would be in the interests of 
Canada and the einpiru. Esquimalt has 
always been regarded as au important 
military station — in [josst: if not ia esse; 
but tho completion oi trie Canadian Paci- 
fic railway has now brought iheao advan- 
tages to the forefront nod has aU'urded 
the oppoitunity fur making the most of 
its great natural advantages. Hitherto 
the harbor of Esquimalt has had a re- 
pairing shop useful to the North Pacific 
Bquadrou, but so iaulat.id from the rest 
ot Her iJlajotty's doininioiia as not 
to bo worth increasing to 
the dimensions of an arsenal. 
Fermerly, ttjam transports from Piy- 
moutb took months to reach this remote 
naval station, conauminj; inimBi!»n quan- 
tities of coal in the passa!;e. Aftjr do- 
liveiing the cargo of stores, and the 
sailors for the aquadron, a farther ex- 
pense had to be inctirred in the recjrn of 
the transports, including another great 
consumption of coal. Hence, Esquimalt 
remained a rather obscure station, of use 
to Her iVIajesty 8 squadron, but useless 
to protect the extended and weak coast 
line of Australia. The weakness of the 
empire in a strategic sense is'due to the 
' aeparation and isolation of its great 
colonies from the mother country and 
from each other. Communications are 
very distunt, or, as with Australia and 
Canada, they do not even exist. These 
are grave defects, causing anxiety to 
peaceful communities, and therefore great 
expeudiiure in preparations for defence. 
Vie see this plainly in the case of Aus- 
tralia. Her extended eastern coast is 
en I'air, and she is worried and harassed 
by annexations of islands round it, which 
would eventually form a sort of rinu 
fence, heramintt her in. It ia at this 
erittOAl period that Canada has stepped 
intj the arena, oommeooing, of all things 
that most necessary — viz., a formidable 
arsenal within easy reach of Plymouth 
and Woolwich, doniinatin:^ the Pucitio 
ocean, ami absolutely coiniuaudiiig tho 
rear of nny rin;; fence of isUiids otherd 
may set up round Eistern Australia. 
This arsona!, t murds tho earthworks of 
which Canatia has voted £20,000, has re- 
ceived a further vote of £30,000 from 
the imperial gnvernraent for armaments. 
These sums are ample for ii bei^iiininp, i 
being sutlicieiil to warrant tho aiiiiounce- 
inent tntt a great .sirategic want is being 
supplied which will add to tho confidence 
hud security of our peaceful aister colon- 
ies of Austral.i.'n'a. I'^Equinialt is near tho 
Pacific terminun of C.umda'd great slrat 
egio railway, bringing powerful English 
uraeii.ils wit'iin quick aud oaay reach of 
it, and cici'llent coal inineH are close 
at hand. To mention that the new and 
large graving dock i-t now m urly ready, 
brings us to the question of eonneetiou with 
Australia. It is hoped that n regular line 
of steamers nill soou be running between 
the sister colonies; it is not only hoped, it 
has become a necessity. The mere know- 
ledge to those who may onno^ her, that 
Britain is in oommonioation with tho iin- 
pfrial ni-iiniu! m theii riar from their own 
aihciiiil ill bi 1 front would diinini.-ih /eal 
for fmiiier annrx,uioii:i. ft no'.v rc-iiiaiiiH 
for AUhtriiliu to Cdniiilcl.! tlic Htralej^ie ad- 
vaiiui;;;'- eoMiii' ik i il, .'i ■-oiK raling with 
Car.idn in ( hlablishiug regulai ooinniiuiica- 
tit)n liy K!eiiiutrB,between hi'i capital eilii's 
eiposi d on her extensive coast lino and the 
new /)2ace d 'amiss commanding the rear of 
any possible enemy. Id a short time, -we hope, 
Esquimalt will become all that Sir Edward 
'Watkin has prophesied for her — the great 
imperial military staliou of the Facitio 
Coast. The propcsed Northern Railway 
will bo an important factor in judging as to 
£<quimiilt'n atrenglh as ii y/oo- iVniitniH. 
Thill lino has been ably advotated l/y "J. 
H.B."intheKe coluiiins, and would form 
an alterniilo trans-c'oiitini'utal liin', uniting 
UH it would with tho projjosed Winnipeg 
nud Noitliern Pacifio railway to i'ort Simp- 
son. Then, Sir John Macdonald told us 
that he bad oonsnlted with Lord Salisbury 
in reference to aiding a line of steamers 
between British Columbia and Hongkong, 
and that the latter was oonviuced of tho 
importance of the undertaking.

Tho case of the Queen vs. Farwoll was 
taken up in tho Exchequer court yeatorduy. 
Mr. Drake, of Drake, Jackson and Helm • 
oken for the ocown ; Messrs. A. Bichards 
and T. Davie for the def etidant. 

Mr. Drake after reading the pleadings in 
,tbe^ cause referred to the oiroamstancea 
ihisreto. The lltk section of the cause un- 
der which the Provincial government en- 
deavored to oonvey to the Dominion gor- 
ernment lands for railway construction. 
He read several enaotmeuts of the local 
louislature appropriating ami setting apart 
lauds for railway purposes iu tho province, 
and contended that tho grant waa a prosent 
one, or vfould inure as hoou aa eouHtruotion 
took place, and provonted tho local govern- 
ment selliug lauds north of Kamloops. 
Upon the constnictiou to bo placed on the 
local bill a disagreemont ocourrod between 
the Dominion and Provincial governmentH, 
tho former believing that uq lands could be 
legally granted within the 40 — mile belt by 
tho province wbeu located. Tho rules 
as to the manner of anrvey and other re - 
quiruineuts of the existing laud lawn at the 
time necessary for pre-einptiou of public 
lauds were read, rollowiiig with the ap- 
plication to tho (J. 0. of L. i.fc \V., of Mr. A. 
S. Farwell wherein 115,000 ncroH were ap 
plied for by him. Tlio act ])aH9ed lOtti 
)Iay, 1883, wan cited, wherein by an agfee- 
meiU between the goveiuiuout of British 
Columbia and the Kooteuay Iliiilway and 
Navigation Company, a belt six miles in 
width and extending on either side of the 
Columbia from the national boundary on 
the south of Big Bond, was thoroforo re- 
eervsd. 

Hon. J. W. Trutch being called as a wit- 
ness testified ou ^lamiaution by Mr. Drake 
that he was the agent furtbe Dominion for 
this province, and wua so appointed by 
order-iu-couiieil.
